REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD 


The  School  Board  of  the  town  of  Groton,  N.  H.,  here- 
with submit  a  report  of  their  doings  for  191 2. 

The  year  began  with  Mrs.  Mary  ly.  Martin,  ist;  Mrs. 
Eva  L.  Hunkins,  2nd;  Mr.  Arthur  N.  Lewis,  3rd.  After 
the  spring  terms  had  closed  Mrs.  Martin  resigned,  making 
it  necessary  for  the  remaining  two  to  elect  her  successor. 
Lewis  C.  Dane  was  elected  and  qualified  in  August  and 
know  but  little  of  the  spring  terms,  but  feels  j ustifted  in 
saying  fair  progress  was  made. 

NORTH  GROTON,   NO.  4 

Mrs.  Carrie  A.  Kelley  was  given  this  school,  and  at 
niy  visit  at  the  first  of  the  term  it  was  plain  to  be  seen  that 
teacher  and  scholars  were  to  accomplish  much  for  this 
term,  both  seemed  anxious  to  do  their  best.  When  fairly 
started  sickness  began  to  take  away  her  scholars  and  at 
last  Mrs.  Kelley  was  unable  to  go  on  until  she  could  get 
relief,  but  at  my  visit  at  the  close  of  the  terra  I  was  very 
sorry  to  see  the  inroads  sickness  had  made  on  the  register, 
but  notwithstanding  this  fact  I  was  disappointed.  I  had 
expected  a  good  showing  but  got  an  excellent  one,  not  a 
dull  recitation  in  the  school,  which  showed  beyond  a 
doubt  the  untiring  efforts  of  teacher  and  scholars  to  suc- 
ceed. It  has  been  said  by  some  that  Mrs.  Kelley  was 
getting  old-fashioned,  but  if  the  School  Board  could  re- 
tainsuch  old-fashioned  teachers  and  find  a  few  more,  it 
would  be  a  blessing  to  the  rising  generation. 
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SCHOOL  NO.  8 

This  school  was  taught  by  Mrs.  Ellen  G.  Nelson, 
who  had  taught  his  school  several  terms.  There  seemed  to 
be  some  personal  feelings  toward  Mrs.  Nelson  teaching 
this  school,  but  after  an  investigation  the  Board  thought 
it  their  duty  to  give  her  the  school,  and  at  my  visit  at  the 
first  of  the  term,  found  her  laboring  hard  with  only  nine 
scholars.  It  was  plain  to  be  seen  she  and  her  little  band 
were  there  for  something ^  determined  to  win,  and  what 
have  they  won?  The  Bajiner  school  for  punctuality,  per- 
fect lessons  and  good  behavior;  the  average  depoitinent 
of  the  school  is  a  record-breaker.  In  this  school  there  have 
been  several  interested  visitors,  which  greatly. encouraged 
the  teacher  and  scholars  to  accomplish  the  wonderful  work 
they  have  done.  The  citizens  of  Groton,  as  well  as  the 
teacher  and  scholars,  have  good  reason  to  be  proud  of 
this  little  school. 

School  No.  9 

Was  taught  by  Miss  Edna  S.  Downing,  who  had 
taught  at  No.  4,  this  town,  previovs  to  coming  here,  with 
success,  but  at  this  school  she  was  not  as  successful. 
Although  she  worked  hard,  her  methods  did  not  meet  with 
the  approval  of  some  parents  and  the}^  did  not  consult  Miss 
Downing  or  give  her  encouragement  in  her  work,  which  is 
so  much  needed  to  make  a  success  in  our  schools,  and 
Miss  Downing's  courage  gradually  waned,  and  she  closed 
her  school  Thanksgiving  week.  Her  register  shows  only 
two  visitors  for  the  term,  not  much  encouragement  think 
3'OU. 
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While  your  School  Board  make  iio  pretense  of  perfec- 
tion, they  believe  in  giving  honor  where  honor  is  due,  and 
while  we  may  have  made  some  mistakes  they  were  not 
intentional,  and  there  were  so  many  to  tell  us  how  to  do  our 
work,  it  would  seem  impossible  for  any  mistakes  to  appear. 

Three  sclio'^ls  have  been  taught  in  the  town  the  past 
year.  No.  4  at  North  Groton,  spring  term  by  Miss  Edna 
Downing;  fall  term  by  Mrs.  Carrie  A.  Kelley.  No  8, 
both  teims  taught  by  Mrs.  Ellen  G.  Nelson.  No  9, 
spring  term  by  Mrs.  Lola  G.  Cooledge,  fall  term  by  Miss 
Edna  S.  Downing.
